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RESPONSE AFTER FINAL 

In the Office Action dated October 10, 2006, the Examiner cites U.S. Patent No. 
6,697,815 ("Wilson") as disclosing the claimed "model bean." (Office Action, p. 3) 
However, as described below, the Examiner's citations refer to multiple software 
elements, none of which are model beans. 

As the Examiner noted, citing the specification: 

The function of model bean 218 is to hold the data that results from processing a 
web page request that is to be used to present the requested web page. The 
structure of model bean 218 is a Java class that is able to hold data elements 
inside, to 'set' these data elements to specific values, and then subsequently 'get* 
these values back out. 

October 10 Office Action at p. 7, citing Specification, pp. 13-14. Additionally, the model 
bean does not contain any "business logic or formatting logic." Id. at 14. 

The Examiner cites two different beans described in Wilson as meeting the 
"model bean" limitation: Fig. 2, element 206 and Col. 6, lines 48-49. However, both of 
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
